Another "purge” in the sher¬ 
iff’s office was revealed today, as 
Deputy Sheriff John Gilmore of 
Olive was discharged and G. F. 
McKelvey, suspended when he be¬ 
came implicated in the "Fools 
Rush In” criminal conspiracy 
case, was reinstated on full-time 
duty. 

Meanwhile Herman Zabel, chief 
of the record bureau who nas 
been acting chief criminal deputy 
since Merle Dean quit two weeks 
ago, was relieved of his double 
duty and returned to the record 
department. 

Undersheriff Fred Wilbur,' who 
also supervises Ahe civil division. 


took over the additional duty of 
acting as chief criminal deputy 
today. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson was not 
at his office today and was re¬ 
ported on a hunting trip. Wilbur 
said Jackson had no statement to 
make about the latest shakeup in 
the office, which has lost four 
men by firing and resignation 
since Jackson was defeated for 
re-election. 

McKelvey had been under sus¬ 
pension since early in September, 
when he became linked with the 
criminal conspiracy case arising 
out of publication of “Fools 


Rush In,” defamatory pre-election 
pamphlet. The conspiracy charges 
were dismissed last week on mo¬ 
tion of Dist. Atty. W. F. Menton 
after McKelvey and two others 
had been held for trial In supe¬ 
rior court. 

Gilmore’s firing today created 
the fourth vacancy in the sheriff’s 
force since the Nov. 8 general 
election.

WASHINGTON. (A>»—The army 
gave orders today to streamline 
preparations for production of 
munitions. 

Louis Jcdmson, assistant secre¬ 
tary of war, told more than 200 
army procurement specialists that 
in the event of war the high com¬ 
mand did not “want the experi¬ 
ences of 1917-18 repeated.’’ 

Designs for arms and supplies 
must be simplified and arrange¬ 
ments speeded for mass produc¬ 
tion, he advised, both to meet any 
war emergency and to cope with 
increased orders resulting from 
President Roosevelt’s proposals 
to reinforce national defenses. 

"We hope congress will give us 
a sufficient stock of munitions 
to tide us over until Industry Is 
ready,” Johnson said. 

The assistant secretary, one of 
the President’s principal advisers 
on the prospective rearmament 
program, summoned the army of¬ 
ficers to the first national confer¬ 
ence of the kind. 

The war department has been 
making industrial mobilization 
plans since passage of the 1920 
national defense act, but previous 
sessions of officers detailed to 
work with industrial plants have 
been on a regional basis. 

“We have selected 10,000 plants 
to which we have given definite 
war schedules of production,” 
Johnson said in discussing prepar¬ 
ations for any future war; but 
numerous production “bottlenecks” 
must be broken, he added. 

“There are still more than 25 
per cent of our items, many of 
them vital to our cause, for which 
specifications and drawings have 
not been completed,” he said. 

Of 7300 articles of production 
processes figuring in war depart¬ 
ment plans, he said 65 critical 
items were ’’so difficult of pro¬ 
duction, so different from ordi¬ 
nary peacetime needs that indus¬ 
try will not be able to produce 
them in mass without some edu¬ 
cation.” 

Congress provided $2,000,000 
this year for “educational orders” 
for five of the 55 critical items. 
Johnson said funds would be asked 
at the next session to train indus¬ 
try to turn out the remaining 50. 

Urging simplifications of mili¬ 
tary machines and weapons, the 
assistant secretary, apparently re¬ 
ferring to Germany, told the offi¬ 
cers that “in a certain foreign 
country” designers “strip all non- 
essentials from their important 
items of war equipment.” . 

He said in the single-seater 
fighter airplane of that country, 
the self-starter has been left out, 
radio equipment has been made 
readily removable to make way 
for extra ammunition, and the 
cockpit has been reduced in size 
to accommodate only small men.

“Like the Nazis and the Fas¬ 
cists,” he said, "the Communists 
are seeking control of labor or¬ 
ganizations by getting into posi¬ 
tions of leadership, by getting 
elected to office and by caucusing 
on policies before union meetings. 

As to Ungarelll, Martin testified 
that merchants who obtained sup¬ 
plies from Italy were told they 
would be cut off from their 
sources if they did not accedt to 
the vice-consul’s demands. 

The witness said the vice con¬ 
sul had come to Detroit in 1934 
from Brazil, having been brought 
there “because of his effective 
methods in forcing Italians living 
in Brazil to become willing and 
pliable agents of the Italian Fas¬ 
cist government.”

Held as Looters 


SANTA MONICA. OP)—Three 
members of the Santa Monica 
police force and one fireman were 
taken into custody today on 
charges of looting homes during 
the recent fire in the mountains. 

Those in custody are Police 
Sergeant Kenneth Hubbard, Traf¬ 
fic Officer Fred Zeismer, Charles 
Powers, police department sign 
painter and a nephew of Chief 
Dice, and Fireman Carl C. Coons. 


Seizure of $32,000 worth of 
Mexican lottery tickets by cus¬ 
toms officers was described to¬ 
day in Los Angeles, as trial of 
Police Chief Floyd Howard of 
Santa Ana and seven other de¬ 
fendants entered its third day in 
federal district court. 

Lee LaBelle, customs inspector 
at Houston, Tex., testified he 
seized $17,500 worth of tickets in 
the automobile of Frank Thayer, 
indicted with Howard smd the 
others but now listed as a fugi¬ 
tive from justice, near the Texas 
border. 

C. C. Creighton, superintendent 
of customs at El Paso, Tex., tea 
tifled he found $14,500 worth of 
tickets in ’Thayer’s home at El 
Paso three days after the LaBelle 
seizure. 

’The eight men, including HoW' 
ard, Ernest 'Wlnbigler, Santa 
Ana; C. W. Hutchings of Balboa 
and Henry W. McKague of Santa 
Ana, former federal prohibition 
agent, are accused of conspiring 
to smuggle into the United States 
tickets in a $3,000,000 Mexican 
lottery based on the 1936 Christ¬ 
mas day handicap at Santa Anita 
race track. 

'The defendants contend they 
were "suckers,” advancing $23,000 
to finance the enterprise in the 
belief the tickets would be sold 
only In Mexico, where they were 
printed and where lotteries are 
legal. 

Prosecutors contend the defend¬ 
ants had knowledge of the whole 
plan, and yesterday called Curt 
Henderson, Santa Anan named as 
a co-conspirator but not a de¬ 
fendant, to identify 26 letters and 
telegrams to various defendants 
in the hope of proving they knew 
the tickets were to be imported 
into this country. 

“Between us,” Henderson said, 
”we spent about $10,000 in having 
a good time—but I didn’t do very 
much spending.” 

He said he helped organize the 
lottery with ’Thayer. 

“We kept asking these men for 
money, in the hope of getting the 
necessary permits from the Mexi¬ 
can government,” he said, "and 
we had a joint bank account. 

“I knew that Thayer was going 
around to night clubs all the time, 
and the first thing I heard was 
that the money was about all 
spent, and then we began to get 
dirty letters from those men who 
were investing with us.” 

’The government expected to 
reet i^ ^ase late today. 

As me defense opened its case, 
Ernest N. Winbigler, Santa Ana, 
took the stand and testified the 
sweepstakes venture was repre¬ 
sented to him as a strictly Mex¬ 
ican enterprise. He testified that 
as soon as he. Chief Howard and 
another defendant, C. W. Hutch¬ 
ings of Balboa, learned that tick¬ 
ets had been brought into the 
United States they withdrew from 
all participation in the venture. 

Before learning this, each of the 
three telegraphed $1000 to Thayer 
in Mexico City, Winbigler said. 

He testified Curt Henderson, an¬ 
other defendant not now on trial, 
represented to him that Thayer 
was a former paymaster for the 
late Pancho ’Villa and "a man of 
wide Influence in Mexico, able to 
get any kind of concessions from 
the government.” 

Winbigler said the sweepstakes 
enterprise was to have been only 
one unit of a promotion program 
arranged for and d 1 r e ct e d by 
Thayer which would have included 
general sports events, symphony 
concerts, an automobile race from 
New York to Mexico City and 
grand opera. 


POSTMASTER 


GIVES ADVICE 
ON MAILING 


Cooperation of the public in the 
smooth handling of a record-vol- 
ume of Christmas mail was asked 
today by Postmaster Frank Har¬ 
wood. 

To save time and delay, here’s 
some suggestions issued by Har¬ 
wood today: 

1. Be sure to prepay postage 
fully on ail mail matter. 

2. Make address on packages 
as complete and plain as possible. 
Place sender’s return card in up¬ 
per left comer of address side. 
Tags should not be used unless 
necessary. If so, a copy of the 
address and return card should 
be placed inside the parcel for 
identification in case tag is lost. 

3. Pack articles carefully in 
strong durable containers. Wrap 
parcels securely. But do not seal 
them except when bearing a print¬ 
ed label reading: “Contents, mer¬ 
chandise—postmaster: this parcel 
may be opened for postal inspec¬ 
tion if necessary.” Sealed par¬ 
cels not so labeled or endorsed 
are subject to postage at the 
first-class rate. 

4. Do not enclose letters or 
messages with parcels, as doing 
so would subject entire parcel to 
first-class rate. However, par¬ 
cels may be marked such as; “Do 
not open until Christmas;” “Mer¬ 
ry Christmas,” or “Happy New 
Year.” 

5. Christmas seals or stickers 
should not be placed on the ad¬ 
dress side of the mail. 

6. It is a wise practice to in¬ 
sure all parcels, the fee for which 
is nominal. 


Across-Continent Flight in 
676-Pound Plane Declared 
Cheaper Than Trip in Auto 


NEW YORK. (AV-Young John¬ 
ny Jones, vaudeville dancer turned 
Bon-stop flier, estimated today 
that his transcontinental airplane 
flight was less expensive than a 
cross-country trip in a popular 
priced automobile. 

Gasoline and oil for his tiny 
scooter plane — only a third as 
large as Doug Corrigan’s ship and 
the lightest airplane made—cost 
only $24.75 or less than a cent a 
mile for the 2785 mile flight, he 
said in a radio interview last

The 676-pound plane, which 
normally carries 12 gallons of 
gasoline, was loaded with 146 
gallons of fuel, most of it in two 
extra tanks, and its total load was 
nearly twice its own weight.

i BUCHAREST, (.Pi—With King 
Carol emerging firmly as a strong 
man ruler, Rumania ordered a 
purge of terrorists today to ob¬ 
literate forever the Fascist-pat¬ 
terned iron guard. 

The country was calm but po¬ 
lice acted lest there be any out¬ 
break as the aftermath to the 
deaths of Corneliu Zelea Codrea- 
nu, chief of the illegal guard, and 
13 of his followers. 

They were shot, authorities 
said, when they tried to escape 
from a prison guard detail. 

Orders to police were to shoot 
ruthlessly anyone caught at crime 
or violence. “Talk later’’ was the 
effect of the instructions. 

The police were told it would 
be “superfluous” to try to pre¬ 
vent crime with oral commands. 

There had been reports that 
past several days that the guard’s 
secret councils marked several 
1 prominent government leaders for 
death. 

Authorities, taking precaution¬ 
ary steps, were confident, how- 
i ever, that Codreanu’s death would 
j bring an end to iron guard as¬ 
sassinations and revolutionary con¬ 
spiracy. 

1 His movement was described as 
I a "one - fuehrer” organization 
I which he had managed to direct 
I even while in prison. He was 
I serving a sentence for treason. 

. Officials believed he would have 
I no .succes.sor or that what was 
! left of the guard would disinte- 
! grate of squabbles over leader¬ 
ship, 

'There appeared to be a feel¬ 
ing of relief throughout the na¬ 
tion. King Carol was emerging 
I from the excitement in a .strength- 
; ened position and he and his pre¬ 
mier, Dr. Miron Crislea, were ap¬ 
plauded. 

Cluj newspapers demanded that 
the death penalty be imposed for 
a.ssailants of Flory Stefanescu 
Goanga, rector of the University 
of Cluj, who was .shot and seri¬ 
ously wounded Monday. 

The attack on the rector was 
said to be part of an iron guard 
conspiracy for rebellion.

Judge G. K. Scovel, who filed a 
decision holding both the bank 
and Kelley were wrong in con¬ 
cealing existence of the note from 
the Home Owners Loan Corpora¬ 
tion in 1934. 

Kelley and his wife, Mrs. Louise 
Kelley, owed the bank $3900 plus 
interest on a mortgage in 1934. 
They prepared to ask refinancing 
from the HOLC, evidence in the 
case showed, but the government 
agency would not approve a loan 
for more than $3000. The bank, 
according to the Kelleys, agreed 
to take an unsecured note for 
$1675, thereby reducing the in¬ 
debtedness to a point where HOLC 
would grant the refinancing. 

Their action in agreeing not to 
notify HOLC of the supplsmental 
note. Judge Scovel held, made the 
agreement void. He gave judg¬ 
ment canceling the note and pro¬ 
hibiting the bank from attempt¬ 
ing to collect further sums on 
it, but declined to give the Kel¬ 
leys judgment for $939.31 prin¬ 
cipal and $110.19 interest w'hich 
they already had paid before fil¬ 
ing’suit last March to cancel the 
note. The Kelleys were awarded 
their court costs.

Public education is a bigger job 
than merely hiring teachers, buy¬ 
ing books, or providing classrooms 
In which to study. Work in the 
classroom naturally is based upon 
the study of general principles in 
the various fields; but the business 
side of running a school system 
demands a very down-to-earth, 
dollars-and-cents policy. 


Auditor Harold Yost has one 
of the jobs of handling the 
business side of Santa Ana’s dozen 
elementary schools, two junior 
high schools, one senior high 
school, and one junior college. 


He must prepare the annual 
school budget; audit and approve 
all expenditures; audit and ap¬ 
prove all payrolls; purchase all 
instructional supplies; supervise 
cafeteria purchases and expendi¬ 
tures; approve prlntshop transac¬ 
tions; supervise student body 
funds; and so on . . . and on . . . 
and on . . . Yost is the "dollars 
and cents” man of the system.

In addition, supplies must be 
kept on for numerous courses such 
as art, commerce, chemistry, home 
economics, physical education, 
music, geology, physics, Industrial 
arts, woodworking, mechanical 
drawing, welding (gas and elec¬ 
tric), metal shop, gas engine, sur¬ 
veying printing, and similar 
courses where special equipment 
is needed. 


Besides the general supplies and 
special equipment for various 
courses, there must be kept a 
supply of articles for sports ac¬ 
tivity. These Include basketballs, 
beach balls, footballs, hockey balls, 
playground balls, soccer balls, ten¬ 
nis balls, volley balls, bats, bees¬ 
wax, rubber cement, back dye, lac¬ 
ings, marking lime, nets, jump 
ropes, and valve cores. 


In the general supplies, there 
are approximately 700 different 
items kept in stock. If you want 
a better idea of what it takes to 
make a school run, here's only a 
partial summary:

MISS MILLAY 
TO READ POEMS 
AT CLAREMONT 


Edna St. Vincent Millay, Amer¬ 
ica’s brilliant woman poet, will 
be heard In Bridges aultorium, 
Claremont, on Tuesday. Dec. 6, at 
8:15 p. m,, when she gives read¬ 
ings from her works. 

Miss Millay has the distictlon 
of being not only a poet who Is 
a best-seller, but of being the only 
woman ever to have an opera per¬ 
formed at the Metropolitan Opera 
House in New York. Miss Millay’s 
libretto, "The King’s Henchman,” 
for which Deems Taylor wrote the 
music, was sung by the Metropol¬ 
itan Opera company early In the 
winter of 1927. To these two re¬ 
markable distinctions, marking 
Miss Millay as a poet of unusual 
genius. Is added a third—Miss 
Millay Is the only poet, with the 
exception of Edgar Allen Poe, 
whose poems have been translated 
into Spanish. 

After Miss Millay’s graduation 
from college In 1917, she went to 
New York and supported herself 
by writing short stories under va¬ 
rious pseudonyms. Her first book 
of verse, “Renascence and Other 
Poems,” appeared the year of her 
graduation from college, and she 
was awarded the Pulitrcr prize for 
poetry In 1923 with "The Harp 
Weaver.” Her latest works are 
“Wine from These Grapes” and 
"Conversation at Midnight.” Miss 
Millay’s sonnets, of all her writ¬ 
ings, have received the highest 
praise, and this Is the form In 
which she prefers to write. 

Claremont colleges lecture series 
is presenting Miss Millay in one 
of her few appearancee on the 
coast, with the dramatic Inten¬ 
sity of each changing mood and 
her eager, searching spirit, the de¬ 
livery of her poems is a never- 
to-be-forgotten experience.

Testimony by Richard Raeder, 
accountant for the state depart¬ 
ment of finance as.signed to audit 
the suspected books, charged that 
on Oct. 2, 1935, Sturzenacker and 
Alexander permitted the sale of 
four batches of oil to McCallen 
without calling for bids. 

In one deal McCallen bought 
726.83 barrels of crude oil at 56 
cents a barrel, then resold it to 
the Envoy Petroleum company for 
68 cents, Raeder said. 

Three other deal.a on the same 
day involved 459.86 barrels, 865.69 
barrels and 767.17 barrels, the wit¬ 
ness .said. 

SOLD AT PROFIT 

These assertedly were resold by 
McCallen, acting as an oil broker, 
to the Envoy concern for 69, 69 and 
67 cents, respectively, after they 
had been purchased for 57, 57 and 
55 cents from the .state land office. 

Raeder also gave testimony that 
no bidding was called by Struze- 
nacker and Alexander until Oct. 16, 
1935, after’several other petroleum 
dealers had complained of having 
been ’’shut out” of lucrative deals. 

The oil in question assertedly 
was collected by the state in lieu 
of a cash royalty from companies 
tappiijg, th^ ^tate-owned tideland 
pool offshore at Huntington Beach. 
PROFIT DEFENDED 

Perry said the question of pro¬ 
priety of taking the oil royalty 
”in kind” instead of in ca.sh might 
arise. Had the market price for 
crude oil fallen. Perry said, the 
state might have been stuck with 
a large quantity of oil and no 
storage tanks. 

The state maintains that if Mc¬ 
Callen could make a good profit 
on .selling the oil taken in royal¬ 
ties by Struzenacker’s department, 
the state could have realized the 
.same gain by acting as its own 
broker. 

Three other witnes.sc.s heard yes¬ 
terday were Joseph Watson, sec¬ 
retary in Alexander’s office in 
Huntington Beach; John Henry 
Hume, also an aide in that sta¬ 
tion, and Tracy Atherton, an engi¬ 
neer in Sturzenacker’s office. 
CO.IIPRO.MISE REACHED 

McCallen had testified that he 
went to Alexander in September, 
1935, and offered to ’’broker” the 
royalty oil and pay a bonus of 
five cents a barrel. 

Alexander, he .said, wanted 10 
cents, and they finally compro¬ 
mised on seven cents a barrel to 
be paid the .state. 

Joseph Elliott, petroleum inspec¬ 
tor for the divi.sion of lands, had 
testified that on one occasoin he 
found a truck driver drawing oil 
from a tank in Huntington Beach 
into which oil was flowing from a 
well. The .seal on the outlet of the 
tank had been broken, Elliott said. 
CHECK HELD I.MP08SIBLE 

Drawing oil from a tank into 
which production Wtis still flowing 
meant the state could not check 
the amount of provluction, Elliott 
.said. Ho .said he told the truck 
drivvjr that he was drawing from 
the wrong tank, and the driver 
told him that he had been in¬ 
structed by McCallen to take it 
from the tank which he was tap- 
ping. 

Elliott said he reported this to 
Alexander, and Alexander went to 
see McCallen about it. 

When Alexander returned, El¬ 
liott testified, he .said that McCal¬ 
len had "severely criticized the 
driver,” but that Alexander had 
persuaded McCallen not to dis¬ 
charge the man.

Biggest gain In postal receipts 
in the history of the Santa Ana 
postoffice is being recorded this 
year—• 

Santa Ana is growing so rapidly 
that a recommendation may pos¬ 
sibly be made to Washington for 
two additional mail routes to re¬ 
lieve the task of mail deliveries 
In every section of Santa Ana— 

Postal officials are preparing 
for the biggest Christmas In local 
history—• 

Those highlights stood out to¬ 
day as Postmaster Frank Har¬ 
wood completed his tabulation of 
figures summarizing postal re 
ceipts for the month of November 
and for the 11 months of 1938. 

He discovered that: 

The gain of 1938 receipts over 
the 1937 figure has already 
reached $20,892,86, and will go 
higher by the end of next month. 

Total for 1938 to date is $186,- 
732.19; total for the correspond¬ 
ing period of 1937 is $165,839.33. 

Postal receipts for November 
this year were $820.35 more than 
November this year Is $15,704.54, 
while the total for November, 
1937, was $14,884.19. 

Gain for the first two months 
of the fourth quarter—October 
and November—amounted to $5,- 
060.40. Total for October-Novem- 
ber this year was $38,523.73, 
while total for same period last 
year was $33,463.',3. 

Postmaster Harwood attributed 
the tremendous increase to the 
fact that Santa Ana is rapidly 
growing in every direction. The 
growth has necessitated the addi¬ 
tion of about eight temporary 
substitute carriers to assist the 
regular carriers in making their 
deliveries. 

Harwood said It is being con¬ 
templated to recommend to head¬ 
quarters at Washington the addi¬ 
tion of two additional routes to 
make possible the redistribution 
of service in both the north and 
south sides of Santa Ana. 

Postal officials- are now making 
plans to handle the biggest 
Chri.atmas traffic in history.

LOS ANGELES. UP) — The 
dreaded accusation — spy! — was 
leveled today at 21-year-old Karl 
Allen Drummond, aircraft worker, 
for what federal agents charged 
was a tawdry attempt to tietray 
his country’s military secrets to 
Japan for $2000. 

Arrested as the climax to a se¬ 
cret inquiry by the naval intelli¬ 
gence and G-men begun six months 
ago, the blond, blue-eyed square- 
jawed youth was clapped into jail 
last night on an espionage charge 
with his arraignment set for to¬ 
day. 

An indictment by the federal 
grand jury alleged that young 
Drummond stole 150 photographs 
and 15 blueprints of a new naval 
airplane from the Northrop plant 
and tried to peddle these, together 
with confidential construction pa¬ 
pers, to Japanese officials. 

The thefts, it was asserted, 
started last May, a year after the 
youth was hired in the advertis¬ 
ing department of Northrop, a di¬ 
vision of Douglas Aircraft Corp. 

In turn, a Japanese government 
dignitary, a member of a Japanese 
plane-buying commission, and a 
Los Angeles Japanese attorney, 
were approached, but suspiciously 
turned down the overtures. 


Drummond also was accused of 
purloining blueprints of an experi¬ 
mental bomlDer not yet off the 
drawing boards, and boarding a 
Japanese freighter in San Pedro 
harbor last May 28 in an attempt 
to sell them. 

He assertedly was told to re¬ 
turn at a later date, when a 
Japanese "would be aboard who 
would be Interested,” but he did 
not try again. 

In his sales campaign in Los 
Angeles, the indictment said, the 
youth gave one Japanese official 
an opportunity to study the air¬ 
craft blueprints at his leisure, 
without closing the deal. 

Federal agents said Drummond, 
a native of Burley, Idaho, ad¬ 
mitted being on probation from 
a burglary charge. He is the son 
of D. W. Drummond of Wichita, 
Kan. 

Several other arrests were fore¬ 
cast In the case, if inquiry bears 
out that the youth was not the 
only alleged participant in the 
espionage scheme. 

Northrop, for years, has been 
devoted almost exclusively to the 
manufacture of military aircraft. 
Millions of dollars of contracts 
have been let by the U. S. Army 
and Navy.

For example, the ends of joists 
embedded in a masonry founda¬ 
tion wall may become unsound if 
the walls of the basement are 
damp and poorly ventilated. 

Similar damage to other parts 
of the building may occur as a 
result of a leak in the roof or 
eaves, loosened or deteriorated 
flashing, improperly constructed 
or unpainted windows, and the 
like. 

The wood may be tested by jab¬ 
bing It with the point of a jack¬ 
knife. If it soft and spongy, or 
very brittle, it is likely that struc¬ 
tural reinforcements are neces¬ 
sary. Badly deteriorated parts 
should be replaced, and the base¬ 
ment of the building should be 
kept properly ventilated to pre¬ 
vent further deterioration.

Dear Miss Stoddard: Can you 
tell me the aafest way to clean 
feather pillows at home? Thanks.

The safest way, of course, to 
cleanse feather pillows is to have 
them dry cleaned by a reliable 
commercial establishment. How¬ 
ever, many housewives wash them 
at home successfully. Use plen¬ 
ty of mild soap thoroughly dis¬ 
solved in medium hot water. Add 
a little washing soda if you wish, 
but be sure the solution is weak. 
Scrub thoroughly. Rinse at least 
three times in water the same de¬ 
gree as the suds bath. Squeeze 
out as much wat-'r as possible, 
but do not twist. Dry in the sun¬ 
shine. Fluff the pillows while 
drying and turn over and about 
several times to keep the feath¬ 
ers soft and separated. If ^ you 
use a washing machine, do not 
try to do more than one pillow 
at a time.

Col. Henry B. Carrington. On Dec. 
21, a wood train from the fort was 
attacked by the Sioux and cut off 
from retreat. Brevet Lt.-Col. Wil¬ 
liam Judd Fetterman, with 80 men, 
set out to relieve the train. 

The 81 men walked into an In¬ 
dian trap, and to the last man they 
were wiped out. Col. Carrington, 
realizing he was undermanned by 
the Fetterman massacre, saw as 


his only hope reinforcements from 
Fort Laramie, 236 miles distant. 

All that night Phillips rode on, 
and near midnight of Christmas 
Eve he rode into Fort Laramie, 
frozen and exhausted. Phillips' ride 
brought relief to Fort Phil Kearny 
by January, 1867, before the Sioux 
had renewed their attack, and the 
crisis passed.

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The New Governor’s Chance 

It is with a shock we learn that $60,000,000 of addi¬ 
tional taxes will have to be levied if California’s state 
budget is to be balanced in the next biennium. 

Not so many year-s ago the entire biennial expendi¬ 
ture of the state did not exceed that sum. Now it is 
talked of as a mere addition to the total, which, with fed¬ 
eral aid included, will run close to half a billion dollars 
for the forthcoming two-year period under Governor 
Olson. 

The appalling fact is that out of this gigantic total 
governor and legislature have actual control over only a 
small fraction. "The bulk of the state’s income is allocated 
by the constitution to specific purposes which cannot be 
changed except by changing the constitution. That can¬ 
not be done except by vote of the people, and the people 
will not willingly reduce benefits which the appropriations 
give them. 

Within the comparatively small range over which the 
governor and legislature have direct control there must 
be a meeting of minds between the executive and legis¬ 
lative branches of government in order to make budgetary 
reductions, almost an equally difficult procedure. 

* * « 

But is must be borne in mind that Mr. Olson will have 
perhaps a better chance to reduce the controllable budget 
than any of his predecessors for many years. Because he 
is the first Democratic governor since 1895 he could, if he 
so desired, make that a pretext for a general houseclean¬ 
ing. We say pretext. Actually most state jobs are sup¬ 
posed to be non-partisan in California. But the fact that 
Republicans have been so long in the saddle suggests the 
possibility of subjecting every job and every service to 
the acid test of necessity and, where civil service will per¬ 
mit, eliminating all those that are not essential. 

We suppose the actual number that could be abolished 
is small. But we should like to see Mr. Olson do his best 
to break through the powerful resistance officeholders 
always put up against reduction of expenses of their 
departments. 

« • * 

Politically he owes no one now in office any favors. 
He is in position to exact promises of economy from 
everyone he appoints. 

In short, he has before him a grand opportunity to go 
the limit, so far as lies within his power, to make impres¬ 
sive reductions in state expenditures. And, if we judge 
the temper of the people aright, we believe the legislature 
will back him up in the attempt.

Shoddy Ethics Hurt 


When business enters the door, scruples too often fly 
out the window. That’s the indictment Nina Wilcox Put¬ 
nam levels against business relations in the current Rota- 
rian Magazine. Drawing upon her own experience in 
commercial transactions, the widely known author, in 
presenting the woman’s point of view, outlines a set of 
simple, practical rules for improving business relations. 
Here they are: 

"First, be sure you know what you want before you enter 
into any ljusiness transaction. Think the matter through 
clearly, and refuse to compromise on cheap substitutes, either 
material or ethical. 

"Never allow yourself to be rushed into a hasty decision 
either by overenthusiasm or by false pride. One of the most 
frequent causes of business failure is our natural unwillingness 
to admit to the other fellow that we may not be able to 'put 
it over.’ 

"Never buy anything you can’t pay for. Don’t take a 
chance on something turning up later to cover your indebted¬ 
ness. That sounds like putting the brakes on a lot of creative 
enterprise, but genuinely creative enterprise is never a gamble. 

"Be sure you give what you are being paid for. All busi¬ 
ness growth, be it in the selling of apples or in the selling of 
ideets, is built on repeats. 

"Never use your personal affairs as an alibi for nonper¬ 
formance. The purchaser is interested in the goods he gets, not 
in your private problem. 

"Never be ’smart alecky’ or affected in your manner when 
a business deal is involved. Your approach will be anything 
but welcome. A direct, simple, and natural manner is your 
best introduction to any client or prospect. 

"Never try to get something for nothing. The effort, al¬ 
ways futile, is spotted immediately and brands you indelibly 
as a fake. People don’t forget that sort of thing and they 
are not reluctant to spread the news. 

"Never, never lose your temper no matter how wholly wrong 
your business contact of the moment may be. By losing your 
temper you put yourself at a disadvantage. Many a deal has been 
consummated satisfactorily to all parties because one of them 
kept cool. 

"Don’t waste your own vital energy by brooding over a 
bad business deal or a business injustice. Forget it and go 
ahead with something new. 

"Always fulfill your contracts on time, or a little before 
• time if possible. The upstage gesture of delay is an empty 
one, no matter how important you are. He who can be depended 
upon la the one who gets results. 

"The successes of dishonesty and charlatanism are usually 
brief, believe it or not—just like the success of crime in a lesser 
degree. ‘Getting away with it’ is not business success; it is 
■lack-wire performance on a rusted wire. 

“Above all, assume that the other fellow is at least as 
decent and honest ae you are. Distrust engenders distrust. 
Faith often begets faith in the most surprising degree.”

WASHINGTON. — (Special)— 
Republicans have some important 
policy problems to discuss in con¬ 
nection with their national com¬ 
mittee meeting here this week 
which brings together most of the 
active party leaders. 

First of all republicans are di¬ 
vided as to how progressive their 
party shall be—whether it shall 
pick up the torch of Theodore 
Roosevelt, so to speak, or go back 
to Taft and McKinley; whether 
it shall try to compete with the 
humanitarian program of Roose¬ 
velt or carry on the fight which 
the Liberty league abandoned aft¬ 
er its crushing defeat in 1936. 

Chief representative of the pro¬ 
gressive wing will be the new New 
York national committeeman, Ken¬ 
neth Simpson, an aggressive, for- 
tyish, adventuresome red-head, 
who in his own way doesn’t care 
much more for precedents than 
Franklin Roosevelt. Simpson is the 
man behind Dewey and Bruce 
Barton, and the man who made 
some trades with LaGuardia and 
the American Labor party in New 
York in order to advance the in¬ 
terests of the republican party. 

HE GETS AROUND 

Die-hard republican reaction¬ 
aries have been shocked that Simp¬ 
son should try to do business with 
anybody who was not on the good 
books of the Liberty league pro¬ 
moters, and they have not only 
withheld contributions from him, 
but some of them are demanding 
his head. Simpson gets around a 
good deal. He hag discovered that 
the world has moved, and he 
thinks it only appropriate that the 
republican party also move ahead. 
Following that line, he almost 
elected Dewey as governor of New 
York, losing by some 60,000 out of 
almost five million votes, against 
the strongest candidate the dem¬ 
ocrats had. 

But he lost and that prevents 
him from holding the dominant 
position in the party which he 
would have taken had he elected 
Dewey. As it is he still has some 
chips in the game, but as he looks 
around the table he sees several 
large rivals, well-heeled with 
blue chips. 

READY TO FIGHT 

There are Pennsylvania repub¬ 
licans who swept their state earlier 
this month, and with a second- 
rate reactionary candidate, Arthur 
James. These Pennsylvania re¬ 
publicans, with a large squad of fat 
eats such as Joseph Pew (oil), Er¬ 
nest Weir (steel), Joe Grundy 
(big business lobbyist) and Jay 
Cooke (capitalist) think the way 
to beat the New Deal is to fight it, 
and they are set to wipe it off the 
face of the map. When Simpson 
ties to tell them the party can’t 
get anywhere on that line, they 
simply point to the election re¬ 
turns and show him that they 
elected their governor and he did¬ 
n’t elect his. 

’This group will hold the second 
largest block of delegates In the 
republican nominating convention. 
Close by are the Ohio and Michi¬ 
gan conservative republicans who 
won back their states. 

While there are a number of 
progressive young republicans 
ready to join Simpson—such as 
Governor-Elect Stassen of Min¬ 
nesota and Governor-Elect Payne 
of Kansas—the conservative re¬ 
publicans have the edge. Fur¬ 
thermore, national committee 
headquarters is sympathetic to 
their attitude as to what the party 
policy should be. So on the whole 
the controlling pressure within the 
party is more likely to be conserv¬ 
ative than otherwise. 

TAFT BANDWAGON 

’The young Turks will have to 
gain many recruits fast to come 
out on top. Conservatives are 
likely to begin swinging behind 
Robert Taft, senator-elect from 
Ohio, as'Their prospective candi¬ 
date. 

Another question confronting 
the republicans relates to tactics in 
the coming session of congress. All 
eyes will be on the republicans 
this winter. They have the alter¬ 
native of .striking out on their 
own, or of keeping their heads 
down and working under cover 
with antl-Roosevelt democrats. 

During the last two years they 
have followed the latter policy 
with remarkable success. ’That was 
the way the supreme court and 
the reorganization bills were beat¬ 
en. Republicans prodded conser¬ 
vative democrats, but carefully 
avoided taking the open initiative 
’Ihey can continue that coalition 
policy, but while it has the ad¬ 
vantage of getting results. It else 
has the disadvantage of making 
it difficult for the party to estab¬ 
lish a record before the country. 

It permits the conservative dem¬ 
ocrats to take credit for stopping 
Roosevelt and reduces the repub¬ 
licans to a scarcely audible echo 
On the other hand, if the repub¬ 
licans step out with a savage, 
down the line attack on the ed- 
ministration. they seize the head¬ 
lines, but that policy also tends 
to drive the democrats back to¬ 
ward the administration. A con¬ 
servative southern democrat stil! 
would rather be called a Roose¬ 
velt man than a republican

Science News

Studies in the colloidal chenps- 
try producing color changes in 
the flowers and leaves of plants, 
at Cornell University, are leading 
scientists to suspect that it may be 
possible some 'day to create a blue 
rose. 

Intriguing is the study of the 
color changes in the late autumn 
red leaves and the colors of red 
and blue flowers. ’These color pig¬ 
ments are known chemically as 
anthocyanin pigments. Over their 
origin chemists have had many a 
controversy. 

In a report to the Journal of the 
American Chemical society. Prof. 
Wilder D. Bancroft and John E. 
Rutzler, jr., of Cornell point out 
that the anthocyanins vary in col¬ 
or from red or purple through 
blue and green to yellow. The spe¬ 
cific shade In any particular plant 
appears to depend on the acidity 
of the sap in the plant. 

The development of anthocya- 
nine appears to be due to plant en¬ 
zymes. If you could Inactivate the 
enzymes without killing the leaves 
it would be possible to prevent 
the development of red in leaves. 
Or, in contrast, if the Norway 
maple could get the proper en¬ 
zyme its leaves would turn red in 
the fall. 

Expose a red flower to ammon¬ 
ia vapor, state the scientists, and 
the blue in the flower is apt not to 
be permanent in the absence of a 
stabilizer. If it changes fairly rap¬ 
idly to yellow one gets no blue but 
only green. If it changes very rap¬ 
idly to yellow one gets neither 
blue nor green. The leaves of a 
poinsettia are a case of this. 

It seems probable, the scientists 
add, that all blue flowers contain 
a color-stabilizer. Sodium chloride, 
sodium nitrate, and alum solutions 
are reported to stabilize the blue 
in particular cases. 

No systematic study of other 
stabilizers for blue in flowers ap¬ 
pears to have been made, but ef¬ 
forts seem worthwhile in this di¬ 
rection for out of it would come, 
conclude the scientists, “the pro¬ 
duction of blue roses.”

The Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The confer¬ 
ence President Roosevelt will , 'd 
with congressional leaders at 
Warm Springs has a far more 
weighty purpose than the an¬ 
nounced one of discussing legisla¬ 
tive plans. 

What Roosevelt really is after is 
to find out just how far the house 
leaders will go in supporting him 
at the coming session. He wants 
to know whether Speaker Bank- 
head and Floor Leader Sam Ray¬ 
burn are on his side or on the side 
of Vice President Jack Garner and 
the anti-New Deal wing of the de¬ 
mocratic party. 

The president has deep suspi¬ 
cions that the two southerners, 
never ardent New Dealers, have 
reverted to type as a result of the 
election upset and are now back 
in the Garner camp. To test their 
mettle he will use the government 
reorganization bill that was 
trounced last congress. 

Prior to Nov. 8, Roosevelt had 
intended to offer the measure in 
the new congress. The republican 
sweep wrote finis to that plan, but 
he hasn’t admitted it publicly. As 
far as the congressional leaders 
know he is still bent on putting 
over the bill. When they sit down 
with him at Warm Springs, he will 
propose reviving the fight and see 
what they do about it. 

To his intimates the president 
has expressed belief that the lead¬ 
ers will run from the bill as from 
a plague. But by threatening to 
force a showdown in congress, he 
hopes to wangle a trade on certain 
other things he is after. 

Chief among these is a guarantee 
from Bankhead and Rayburn that 
the democratic vacancies on the 
all-important rules committee will 
be filled with trustworthy admin¬ 
istration supporters. 

The only sure White House 
backer now on the committee is 
Rep. Adolph Sabath of Chicago, 
slated for chairman in place of 
the purged John O’Connor. The 
other two democrats, Eugene Cox 
of Georgia and Martin Dies of 
Texas, are bitter anti-New Deal¬ 
ers. In combination with the mi¬ 
nority republicans they control 
the committee. 

SHREWD POLITICIAN 

Maybe it was typical Canadian 
democracy, or merely that feeling 
of gratitude of those who know 
they are about to receive favors, 
but Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King shook hands with everyone 
in sight when he arrived in Wash¬ 
ington to sign a renewal of the 
reciprocal trade agreement. State 
department officials, newspaper 
men, even railroad men were 
warmly greeted by Canada’s pre¬ 
mier. 

When he reached the little group 
of cameramen who were waiting 
to snap him, an attache of the Ca¬ 
nadian legation stepped up and 
said in a stage whisper, “They’re 
just photographers.

"Good!” replied Mackenzie King 
heartily, “I’m especially glad to 
see you gentlemen,” and proceeded 
to shake hands warmly with each 
of the grinning lensman.

as usual America would pay the 
bill! 

American Jews should refuse to 
support a plan which, like the 
Munich pact, would reward rather 
than punish the banditry of the 
Nazi regime. We ail should join 
them in insisting that our gov¬ 
ernment take the only measure 
which will stop the outrages— 
strike the Nazis in their most 
vulnerable spot, their pocketbook. 
It would likewise stop the con¬ 
tinued .sale of war material.s to 
a potential enemy against which 
we are told we must now fever¬ 
ishly arm, certainly a cheaper, 
more humane and effective meas¬ 
ure than new battleships and 
bombing planes!—RUTH E. K. 

Male Held 
Weaker Sex

Weaker sex! That wilting epi¬ 
thet, long bestowed by the lord¬ 
ly male upon his meek and sub¬ 
missive mate, now snaps back into 
his own face. And a male scien¬ 
tist is esponsible, too: Prof. F. A. 
E. Crew, of the University of 
Edinburgh. 

“The male in man is inherently 
the weaker sex,” declares Prof. 
Crew in the British weekly jour¬ 
nal, Nature, "more prone on ac¬ 
count of his relative constitutional 
weakne.ss to developmental ano¬ 
malies, to congenital debility and j 
to death from diseases of all 
kinds.” 

The Edinburgh biologist, in is- j 
suing this pronouncement, is in¬ 
dulging in no snap judgment. In ! 
his article he sets forth an array 
of facts most embarrassing to i 
male notions of superiority—if I 
any such still survive. 

More boy babies than girls are , 
born, as is fairly well known, i 
British vital .statistics show 105 1 
male births to 100 female. But 
immediately the boys .start dying , 
off faster than the girls, until the I 
ratio between the sexes in the 
15-to-19 age bracket is evenly bal- ' 
anced. Thereafter there are more 
women than men, until in ex- i 
treme old age, from 85 years on, ; 
there are twice as many sur- i 
viving females as there are males. 

Prof Crew has sought heredi- | 
tary causes for this state of af¬ 
fairs. He has three suggestions: 

There may be lethal gene.s rid¬ 
ing on the male .sex chromosome. ; 
This chromosome is absent in ; 
women, so the letfials would al.so ] 
be lacking. However, Prof. Crew 
thinks this factor play.s relatively 
little part. 

Tendencies to certain defects 
may be carried by the genes of 
both sexes, but because of physio¬ 
logical difference.s they may be 
expressed only in males. Color¬ 
blindness, and the hemophilia or 
’’bleeding” that afflicted the un¬ 
fortunate older son of Alfon.so 
Xin are examples. 

Finally, physiological peculiar¬ 
ities connected with the primary 
or secondary sex glands may load 
the dice of death against males. 

Prof. Crew specifies that while 
the weakness of the male is fact, 
his suggested explanations are 
only speculation and he calls for 
criticism and experimentation to 
test them.
